Cain wins by 29 votes

Despite blustery winds and 
drizzle, 34 percent of 
Wilmington's registered voters 
trekked to the polls Saturday to 
cast their ballots in the Annual 
Town Election. 

In this year's selectman contest, 
incumbent Bob Cain, who has 
served on the board since 1978, 
narrowly defeated Gerry Duggan 
by a margin of 29 votes. 

As results from the six precincts 
were tallied, the race appeared 
locked in a virtual dead heat , thus 
making the tabulation of the 273 
absentee ballots the deciding 
factor. 

Originally, the election results 
declared Cain the winner by the 
slim margin of two votes, Because 

* \of thernarrowness of the decision, 
and the possibility of a 
mathematical error, Duggan 
requested a recount. 

The recount yielded a 29 vote 
margin, with Cain receiving 1698 
votes to Duggan's 1669, 

After his victory, Cain remarked, 
"I am certainly delighted to be 
re-elected. I feel I can still bring a 
Jot to the board." 

Duggan, who previously held the 
position from 1992 to 1995, 
commented, "We thought we ran a 
positive campaign. We did 
everything we could possibly do." 

Candidate Mark Nelson received 
875 votes, to place third in the 
election. 

The race for the one-year seat on 
the School Committee was won by 
Suzanne Rooney, who topped 
Kenneth McCue's 1,872 votes with 
2,032. 

In addition, Susanne Clarkin and 
Thomas Siracusa were both elected 
to uncontested, three-year seats on 
the committee, 

The annual election's central, and 
most controversial issue, Ballot 
Question One, was narrowly 
aceepted by a vote of 2,123 to 
2,008.

order for it to pass. 


If approved, the debt exclusion 
will override Proposition 2 1/2 and 
elevate Wilmington's property tax, 
in fluctuation, over the next 14 
years.

Emotional 
return home 
for Redding

Exact three months to the day, 
Larry Redding returned to his home 
in Andover, Tuesday. Redding ar- 
rived in a limousine from Northeast 
Rehabilitation Hospital in Salem, 
New Hampshire escorted by Andover 
and WIlmington police cruisers. 

Nearly 100 friends, relatives, and 
brother police officers were there with 
smiles to greet Redding. A large tent 
with food awaited Larry and every- 
one who was so happy to see him. 

“He wants to go back to work" 
said Lori Redding, Larry's wife. “If 
that's what he wants, that's what I 
want." she added, 

Redding, a Wilmington police of- 
ficer was seriously injured in a car 
accident on Salem street, January 
28th. 

The accident occurred near 132 
Salem St. That area has a very sharp 
“s” curve and was wet at the time. He 
was on duty at the time, but driving 
his personal vehicle 

Larry spent the next 22 days at the 
Lahey-Hitchcock Clinic in 
Burlington fighting for his life in a 
coma. Loriand her father spentcount- 
less hours searching for the best reha- 
bilitation hospital for Larry. He was 
then transferred February 19th to the 
Northeast Rehabilitation Hospital 
(NRH) in Salem, N.H., with a bleak 
prognosis. "They (the Doctors) told 
me to pull the plug. Ijust wanted him 
to have a fighting chance.” said Lori. 


“When he arrived he was so 
heavily medicated, it was impossible 
to make a prognosis” said Dr. James 
A. Whitlock, a Behavioral Neurolo- 
gist, Larry's NRH physician. Within 
a few days of his arrival, and areview 
and adjustment of his medications, 
he began to show signs of conscious- 
ness. About two weeks into his stay at 
NRH he became conscious. 

In addition to his head injury, he 
has overcome fractures of the pelvis, 
leg, ribs and spinal fracturing. “Noth- 
ing hurts or is painful” says Larry.» 

“It's all the support that everyone 
gave me that made the difference. It's 
been unbelievable, someone was al- 
ways with me." Said Larry. ‘ 

No wonder he is doing so well.‘

It’s always been advisable to tell the 
truth in borrowing and taxes - and now 
the Internal Revenue Service says it's 
necessary, 

Lenders often ask to see recent tax 
returns of would-be borrowers, and in 
some situations, returns have been refig- 
ured to make the borrowers seem more 
Prosperous. Now the IRS has set up “the 
lender project,” under which it will com- 
Pare the tax returns submitted with loan 
applications with those filed with taxes 
Ifthe returns don’t match, the individuals 
can be in trouble - two ways. 

The key issue is that it is a criminal 
offense, actually a felony, to file a false 
Joan application with a federally insured 
lender. If the two tax returns don’t match, 
the IRS auditor first will see if further 
taxes are due. If it is determined that the 
return filed with the IRS was entirely 
accurate, then the bogus return will be 
sent to the Justice Department which 
would then begin criminal proceedings 
against the borrower.

The Law of Arrest 


By FRANK AMATO 
WILMINGTON - Lt, Robert 


Spencer presented the following over- 
view of the laws of arrest in Massa- 
chusetts. Please note that this infor- 
mation is condensed for presentation 
in a two and one-half lecture: 


The Law of arrest within 
Massachusetts 

Fourth Amendment of the United 
States Constitution governs arrests 
of citizens of the United States. It 
states in part “The right of the people 
to be secure in their persons against 
unreasonable seizures shall not be 
violated,” 

Massachusetts police are also 
bound by Article 14 of the Massa- 
chusetts Declaration of Rights which 
declares “every subject has a right to 
be secure from all unreasonable sei- 
zures of his person.” 

Arrests must not be unreasonable 
according to the Fourth Amendment 
and Article 14 of the Massachusetts 
Declaration of Rights. 

All arrests shall be based upon 
probable cat What is probable 
cause? A police officer has reason- 
able trustworthy inform- ation that is 
sufficient for a person of ordinary or 
reasonable prudence and caution to 
believe that the person being arrested 
in committing or has committed the 
crime for which the arrest is being 
made. 

When must police have probable 
cause to arrest? At the time of arrest, 
not after. 

What are some of the means of 
acquiring probable cause? 


(1) Direct observations by police 
are alone sufficient to establish prob- 
able cause to arrest. 

(2) Defendant's admission or con- 
fession to committing the crime is 
sufficient for probable cause to ar- 
Test. 

(3) In possession of something 
illegal to possess, such as illegal nar- 
cotics. 

(4) Direct observation of a wit- 
ness. 

What are some of the laws when 
violated give police the authority to 
arrest when committed in their pres- 
ence 

1. Motor vehicle violations 

2. Larceny of property any value 

3. Illegal sale or manufacture of 
liquor 

4, Gaming offenses 

5. Illegal possession of explosives 

6. Public order offenses 

7. Willful violations of city ordi- 
nances or town bylaws 

8. Fraudulent use of credit card 

9. Criminal trespass 

To name a few. 

Powers of arrest 

Warrantless arrests 

Massachusetts police officers are 
authorized to effect an arrest without 
a warrant where the following ele- 
ments are present. 

(1) probable cause at time of arrest 

(2) felony committed in either the 
police officer's presence or not in the 
police officer's presence, or 

(3) misdemeanor with a statutory 
right of arrest or 

(4) misdemeanor amounting to a 
breach of anticipatory breach of the 
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peace. 

Felony. A crime with a sentence 
to the state prison system. Usually 
any sentence over two and a half 
years but specifically stating state 
prison is a felony. 

Misdemeanor. Any crime punish- 
able up to two and a half years in jail 
or house of correction. 

Breach of the peace 

An arrest for a misdemeanor may 
be made without a warrant if the 
offense involves acontinuing breach 
of the peace committed in the offic- 
ers presence or view. 

What is a breach of the peace? 

A violation of public order and 
tranquility or any act or disturbance 
which disrupts the public peace. 

Examples: Assault and battery isa 
breach of the peace. 

Whatare some of the offenses that 
are regarded as breaches of the peace: 

(a) any assault 

(b) affray 

(c) riot 

(d) any disturbances 

(e) OUI 

Powers of arrest for other distur- 
bances 

Following are arrestable offense 
so long as they occur in the officer 
presence: 

(a) Disturbance of a school as- 
sembly. 

(b) Disturbance in a public con- 
veyance 

(c) Creating a disturbance within 
the area near a church where funeral 
services are being held. 

(d) Disturbance ina public library 

(ec) Disturbances occurring at a 


funeral. 


Police officers duties 
subsequent fo arrest 

Arrestec’s Right to Use Telephone 
at the place of detention. 

(a) Police official in charge of the 
station having a telephone wherein a 
person is held in custody, shall per- 
mit the use of the telephone, at the 
expense of the arrested person, for 
the purpose of allowing the arrested 
person to communicate with his fam- 
ily or friends, or to arrange forrelease 
on bail, or to engage the services of 
an attorney. Any such person shall be 
informed forthwith upon his arrival 
at such station or place of detention, 
of his right to so use the telephone, 
and such use shall be permitted within 
one hour thereafter. 

Arrestee’s right to examination 
for injuries: 

(a) Upon arrival at the station, the 
officer in charge of the station or jail 
shall immediately examine the pris- 
oner for any injuries. If any injuries 
are found, including cuts or bruises, 
the officer in charge shall forthwith 
make a written report to the Chief of 
Police, commissioner or selectmen, 
or whichever is proper. 

Whenever a Juvenile is Arrested: 

(a) the person in charge of deten- 
tion shall notify the parents or legal 
guardian and the juvenile probation 
department see M.G.L.

A simple rule of thumb to follow 
when mowing is to never remove more 
than one-third of the leaf surface ch 
time the lawn is mowed, Leaf surface, 
or cutting height, refers to the length of 
grass above the soil. Cutting below the 


} optimum height impedes root develop- 


ment, which is essential to having a 
dense, healthy lawn. 

Also, homeowners don't have 
to collect the grass clippings after 
they finish mowing. These clippings 
decompose quickly and put nutriepts 
back into the soil. It’s a builttin 
fertilization program, according tc 
the institute 

When it comes to watering a lawn, 
the institute says that the best lawns 
grow when they are watered heavily 
at infrequent intervals. On average, 
the lawn needs about | inch of water 

ither from rain or irrigation 

growing season. This inch 
of water normally will soak the soil 
to a depth of 4 to 6 inches, which 
allows the water to reach deep into 
the root system. ; 

Homeowners should determine the 
rate of application of their sprinkler 
system to set up any irrigation pro- 
gram. An edsy way to do this is 
to set out a series of cans if they 
have an underground sprinkler sys- 
tem or a couple of cans if they use a 
single sprinkler. After running the 
system for 30 minutes, they can 
measure the water in the cans and 
determine the length of time it will 
take to apply | inch of wa 

The best times to water a lawn are in 
the carly morning or early evening, 
when there is generally less wind and 
heat, The least desirable times aré in 
the heat of the afternoon, when water 
evaporates too quickly, and very late in 
the evening, which can cause the lawn 
to stay wet all night, This encourages 
disease development. 

With these tips, homeowners can be 
well on their way to a healthy, lush 
lawn — and a beautiful yard.

Social Security request 

The Social Security 
Administration is making another 
request to some 22 million people 
still receiving their Social Security 
checks in the mail, rather than 
having ‘thetn tansféffed to diredt 
deposit. The Social Security says 
"61 percent of the 43 million 
people who receive a Social 
Security check have their checks 
already transferred to direct 
deposit. If the remaining 
recipients of Social Security and 
SSI checks transfer their checks to 
direct deposit, the savings to the 
taxpayers will be 9.6 million 
dollars a month, The government 
saves 40 cents every time a SS or 
SSI monthly benefit check is sent 
to direct deposit." 

All you have to do, to have your 
check switched to direct deposit is 
very simple. Call or go to the bank 
manager, a direct deposit form can 
be made out in just a few minutes. 
It should be noted that under a law 
passed in 1996. All SS 
beneficiaries who receive a check 
by mail will be required to switch 
to direct deposit by January 1999, 
Those who do not have a bank 
account at that time will have an 
account opened for them in a bank 
designated to them in their area, 
where their SS and SSI checks will 
be sent to direct deposit. 

Why i is the SS Administration 
going to such lengths to get all of 
us to accept direct deposit? It is for 
many reasons. Many checks every 
month are lost or stolen in the mail 
or lost by seniors themselves. 
Others are stolen out of mail boxes 
or out of pockets or pocketbooks.

WILMINGTON--After an im- 
pressive 3-0 start that included a 
superb come from behind win 
against North Andover this past 
Thursday afternoon, the Wilming- 
ton High School varsity baseball 
team fell victim to their own 
medicine on Tuesday.

A canoe in motion is a rhythm of 
silent energy. The paddler uses 
timed, direct paddling to move the 
narrow canoe hull cross the water 
with ease. The canoe enables the 
paddler to enjoy the outdoors in a 
quiet beauty. With a bit of training 
and practice, canoeing is safe, 
stable, and can be enjoyed by folks 
of all ages. 

The canoe is a most American 
invention. Native Americans 
developed and refined the canoe 
design over centuries of building. 
The Dugout is considered the first 
type of canoe, 

A suitable tree was selected and 
chopped or burned down. The tree 
was burned at the base in a 
controlled manner. The burning 
was used again to channel out the 
inside of the canoe. Thickness of 
the hull, tea amount of "rock," and 
other design features were 
carefully hand crafted into the 
Dugout in several stages. 

Dugout canoes provided excellent 
transportation for Indians. The 
drawback was the weight of the 
boat. Realizing lighter materials 
would make it easier to move the 
canoe to different waterways, the 
next evolution of design took place 
in the form of the bark canoe. 

Using wood frames, Indians used 
strips of bark as a skin to cover the 
canoc. Birch bark provided a 
strong material, The birch bark 
was readily available along most 
waterways, thus becoming the most 
common material used on bark 
based canoes. The frame and the 
bark were sewn together using slip 
roots, 

To ensure the canoe was sealed, 
sap, animal fat, and charcoal were 
mixed together to seal the bark 
skin, If the canoe needed repair, a 
quick paddle to the shoreline 
provided the materials to mend the 
canoe, 

From bark canoes to wood and 
wood canvas canoes, the design and 
materials changed, but the basic 
principles of the canoe remain the 


same; lightweight, maneuverable, 
and self propelled. Today, canoes 
come in all shapes and sizes. They 
also come in traditional and 
modern materials. 

Many experienced paddlers only 


paddle in wood canoes. Wood 
canoes offer a beauty and 
functionality not found in other 
types of canoes. Wood canoe 
lovers are dedicated to the art of 
the wood canoe. The wood canoe is 
wonderful if you have the time and 
money. 

Modern material canoes offer 
affordability and durability. The 
most common modern materials 
today are aluminum, figerglass, 
kevlar, and Acrylonitrile 
Butadiene-Styrene (ABS). (ABS 
Royalex is also a company product 
name.) In the super tech canoes, 
they use composites of graphite 
and nylon. These re generally 
racing canoes. 

Combine all these factors, 
including hull designs and different 
canoe length, it becomes a research 
project fitting for a doctoral 
candidate to choose the right 
canoe. Keep in mind, simple, low 
cost, and tough are the features for 
a first canoe. 

ABS Royalex, Coleman, and Old 
Town all make modern material 
canoes. A canoe in the 15 to 18 
feet range should cover most 
common canoeing situations, The 
bottom should not be too flat or 
too narrow. This allows for 
reasonable control in all types of 
water, 

The "rocker" is the height of the 
bow and stern relative to the 
center. The more rocker in the 
canoe, the easier it is to turn, Find 
a canoe with medium rock. Too 
much rocker makes it difficult to 
keep the canoe in a straight line. 

The_cost of a new canoe built 
with modern materials ranges 
from $250 to $1200. If you choose 
to purchase, stay basic. Buying a 
used canoe is also a safe bet. A

department. 

“We give women options they 
never thought of before,” police 
officer Pat Iapicea, one of the 
instructors of the 16-hour RAD 
course I participated in, said of 
the classes he has taught for 
three months. 

RAD is taught in colleges and 
universities nationwide, but has 
recently began to transfer itself 
into communities.

Reading is the third police 
station in the state to make RAD 
part of its community policing 
program. Cambridge and 
Leicester police departments 
also teach RAD classes. 

RAD instructors begin the 
educational process by identify- 
ing hazards and pointing out 
ways to reduce risks, but then 
quickly change gears and 
demonstrate defense techniques. 


-..“Get away from me,” I 
screamed to the two instruc- 
tors taking the role of attacker 
during my simulation... 

Simulation occurs on the final 
night of the course and acts as a 
final exam. All of the defense 
moves taught are tested out with 
full force. 


The attackers, who are 
accredited RAD instructors and 
often police officers, are protect- 
ed by a black cushioned suit and 
headgear, which makes the 
instructors look like a cross 


between Robo-Cop and Darth 
Vader. 

...Like birds on prey, before 
I knew what hit me, I was on 
the ground. I hadn’t kept my 
eyes on both of my attackers, 
and I was taken down from 
behind.

polled admit to having commit- 
ted an act that is legally consid- 
ered rape. 

Reading had only four report- 
ed rapes last year, police say, 
but domestic situations are 
almost everyday incidents in 
town. 

“Basically Reading is a safe 
town, but people don’t just stay 
in Reading,” Instructor and 
police officer David Clark said 
explaining the reasons RAD is 
being sponsored by the police 
department. 


The program is being funded 
by state grant. The community 
policing program received 
approximately $7,000 in grant 


money. 

Although RAD believes that 
awareness and risk reduction 
are 90 percent of avoidance, 
learning defense skills is the key 
of survival in a real life situa- 
tion. 

Students are taught a series 
of defensive moves and strikes 
designed to incapacitate their 
attacked, allowing them to 
escape. The women are taught a 
series of kicks, elbow strikes, 
how to get out of bear hugs and 
choke holds, what to do if awak- 
ened in bed by an attacker and 
what to do if taken down to the 
ground. 

.. After a quick series of 
kicks, I was back on my feet 
in my defensive stance. No 
longer vulnerable, I became 
the attacker... 

Part of the education involves 
recognizing or acknowledging 
possible enemies. Because most 


perpetrators of rapes and 
assaults are known to the vic- 
tims, instructors inform students 
not to demonstrate the skilld 
learned to loved ones. To give 
away the defensive moves is té 
give up your edge, students are 
taught. 

“We want the women to feel 
empowered, not so vulnerable, 
We want them to be more self 
assured and more in control of 
their own lives,” Clark said, 

Reading’s RAD program is 
primarily reserved for Reading 
residents at this time. But Clark 
said there “is a push toward” 
these types of programs being 
integrated with community 
policing in other communities. 

Applications can be picked up 
at Reading’s police station. 

RAD is a free course with a 
lifetime return and practice pol- 
icy. Once a student graduates 
one RAD course, she can attend 
any offered nationwide. 

“We’ve had an incredible 
response. We had one student 
use the avoidance technique in a 
mall.,.and one student men- 
tioned that she was more aware 
of her surroundings” in an 
uncomfortable elevator ride, 
Tapicca said. 

Out of breath and exhaust- 
ed, I threw my final blow, With 
both attackers on the ground 
and incapacitated for the time 
being, I made my escape and 
survived without a scratch...

“Kindergarten registration 
for the 1997-98 school year was 
held on February 27, 28 and 
March 3 and a total of 193 stu- 
dents signed on, exactly the 
number school officials had 
anticipated in their enrollment 
projections.

What happens when a will disappears? 


By Bruce Williams 


DEAR BRUCE: Several years ago, 
a very dear, wealthy friend of ours in- 
dicated that he intended to leave 
something in his will for our children’s 
college education. ' 

He passed away recently, and after 
his funeral service, his nephew tele- 
phoned us. The nephew, who is the 
sole survivor, is a lawyer and business 
manager. He told us that he just 
wanted to let us know how much he 
appreciated all we had done for his 
uncle. He then proceeded to tell us 
how difficult it had been wrapping 
things up because his uncle's will had 
mysteriously vanished. 

We are still a bit curious as to 
whether or not our children were men- 
tioned in the will. Can we find out with- 
out the nephew’s knowledge? Do wills 
become public records? Are we being 
greedy? Would we have any legal re- 
course if any of our children are men- 
tioned in the will? 

One thing wevare sure of is that the 
will probably was not lost. — L.C.G., 
Lubbock, Texas 

DEAR L.C.G.: Wills become public 
documents when they are filed for pro- 
bate. But obviously, if a will is not filed, 
then it is not public. In the event that 


there was no will, then your friend 
would have died intestate, and his 
estate would be distributed according 
to the laws of intestacy in your state. 
Someone would be appointed execu- 
tor (in this case, his nephew), and ev- 
erything done thereafter becomes 
public record. 

But understand, if he was the only 
legal survivor, then the entire estate 
would come to him. If there were be- 
quests in the will that he didn't agree 
with, clearly, it would be in his best in- 
terest to destroy the will. You should 
also know that only the original will is 
valid, not copies. If the will was en- 
trusted to the nephew and he did not 
file it for probate, it would be very dif- 
ficult to prove that he had disposed of 
it. As an attorney he would know these 
things. 

I do not see this as being greedy, 
but I doubt seriously if there is very 
much you can do at this intersection. 


DEAR BRUCE: Pertaining to the 
$10,000 a year tax-free gift, can this be 
given to anyone, or only to relatives? 
Also, can you receive more than one 
$10,000 gift from different people? — 
J.G., Cedar Falls, lowa 

DEAR J.G.: If you are lucky enough 
to find a million people who will each 


give you $10,000, you can accept all of 
the money and not a dime in taxes will 
be due from you or the donors. Tax- 
free gifts of up to $10,000 can be given 
to anyone; being a relative is not a req- 
uisite.

If I don't have alcohol at 
lunch, I can’t get through the after- 
noon. When I return home in the 
evening, I get dinner, put my children 
to bed — and drink myself,to sleep. 
I'm worried about my health, but 
scared stiff about giving up my alcohol 
“friend.” Please give me the name of 
the woman you wrote about. Perhaps 
if she and I work together, we can 
help each other to relieve our burdens 
and fears. 

DEAR READER: Alas, it would be 
unethical for me to divulge the infor- 
mation you seek. When readers write 
me about their problems, | feel a real 
responsibility to keep their names 
confidential. I'll even alter the ques- 
tions that I publish to maintain 
anonymity. 

But you don’t need the woman's 
name. You can address your alco- 
holism, put your life back on track and 
enhance your health by obtaining help 
in (or near) your own community. 

If I were you, I'd start with 
Alcoholics Anonymous, a group of 
men and women who have the desire 


to stop drinking and wish to help oth- 
ers who suffer from the fatal disease 
of alcoholism. Alcohol is not your 
“friend"> it's your enemy. Sooner or 
later, it will poison your sons, your 
career, your body and your spirit. 

Look in the Yellow Pages for the AA 
meeting nearest you. Reach out for 
help; the program can more than 
assist you. 

If, on the other hand, you don't 
choose this effective and inexpensive 
option, seek out a licensed alcohol 
counselor — either in the Yellow 
Pages or through your local hospital. 

I sense that you are ready to make 
significant changes in your life. You 
have taken the first courageous step 
by writing me your concerns. Now fol- 
low through. You are not alone. 
Remember that. AA is there to help, 
support and encourage you. 

Once you have made the commit 
ment — albeit a difficult one — you 
will be astounded at the results. Your 
life — and, more important, your atti- 
tude — will change for the better. And 
then, with the help of your Higher 
Power, you can beat this disease and 
eventually help others who are in its 
grip. Again, you are not alone. Call

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A ‘real real’ accurate calculation

From the mail: 

Q: I am trying to estimate what the 
value of my equity portfolio (broad 
market index funds) will be in 30-plus 
years, minus inflation and taxes. Is 
there a rule of thumb for calculating 
that from conservative to aggressive? 
I've conservatively estimated 10 per- 
cent return per year, minus 30 percent 
for taxes, minus 5 percent inflation. 
That equals a 2 percent return. — via 
the Internet 

A: The future, whether it be on Wall 
Street or Main Street, remains a mys- 
tery for us all. But there are terms like 
“nominal” rates of return, “real” rates 
of return, and, as one fund family cal- 
culates it, “real real” rates of return 
that can help determine how your 
money is working for you. 

A nominal rate of return is one that 
is not adjusted for inflation, while a 
real rate of return is one that is. A real 
real rate of return is one that takes 
into account both taxes and inflation. 
The method you used in your calcula- 
tion is an example of a “real real” rate 
of return. 

“The first real is for inflation, and 
the second real is for taxes,” says 
Brian McMahon, managing director of 
the Thornburg Funds, a Santa Fe, 
N.M.-based fund family that’s just pub- 
lished its latest study on real real re- 
turns. 

McMahon says that the mutual fund 
total returns people see advertised are 
usually not adjusted for taxes much 
less inflation. “Inflation,” he says, “is 


out there with us just like the air.” 

According to the Thornburg study, 
inflation over the 70-year period be- 
ginning in 1926 and ending in 1996, av- 
eraged 3.12 percent per year. That 
means if no taxes were involved, an 
investment would have to have had a 
3.12 percent year for things to stay 
even. From 1926 through 1965, infla 
tion averaged 1.46 percent per year; 
for the last 20 years (1976-1996), 5.15 
percent; and for the last 10 years, 3.70 
percent. 

So the 2 percent real real return that 
you calculated is a very realistic one. 
When you consider the tax implica 
tions in your example, the pros might 
suggest tax-free investments. Under 
current market conditions, tax-free 
funds can be attractive to those being 
taxed at a 28 percent or higher level. 

Q: Is there a way of finding out when 
a new mutual fund is going to be 
launched? And are there mutual funds 
that only invest in IPOs? — via the In. 
ternet 

A: To find out about funds new to 
the marketplace, the computer could 
be the best place to begin. 

According to Michael Garrity of 
Mutual Fund Market News, a fund in 
dustry newsletter, the Security and 
Exchange Commission's website 
(EDGAR, at www.sec.gov) provides in. 
formation on newly registered mutual 
funds. 

“The disadvantage of EDGAR is that 
no} all funds file their prospectuses 
electronically,” says Garrity. 

As an alternative, Garrity suggests 
calling the SEC's public reference 


room (202-942-8090) for information on 
newly registered funds. He says 
prospectuses on new funds are avail- 
able from them for a fee. 

Keep in mind, you've got to know the 
name of the fund you're looking for on 
EDGAR, or when calling the SEC's 
public reference room. There's no 
“new funds” icon on the website. With- 
out the name you'll have to search 
using a date range. 

Regarding a mutual fund that in- 
vests most of its assets into initial 
public offerings (IPOs), there current- 
ly is a fund in registration that plans 
on doing just that. I'll keep you posted 
on that fund after it comes out of reg. 
istration.

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Is there a foolproof recipe for making 
good, strong concrete? 


Concrete. walls,. floors.and. 
sidewalks can last for 
centuries, but not all concrete 
lasts that long. Poorly pro- 
duced concrete will crack, 
crumble and flake, sometimes 
at alarming rates. 

Many people .confuse the 
words concrete and cement. 
Concrete is the hard, strong 
material we walk on and use to 
construct buildings. Cement is 
one of concrete’s ingredients, 
the glue that holds it together. 

Ancient Romans used ce- 
ment to construct _ their 
aqueducts, roads and buildings, 
some of which still stand after 
nearly 2,000 years. The 
stronger improved cement that 
we use today, called portland 
cement, was invented in 1824 
and was first used in the 


United States about 1875. 

Ingredients 

If you slice concrete open, 
you'll see a random mix of 
stones of many sizes called ag- 
gregate. Concrete manufac- 
turers carefully grade the 
stones and mix them in exact 
be eben so they pack to- 
gether in the concrete mix. 

Grains of sand, which are 
also graded, lie tightly packed 
around the stones. You- can 
also see a gray material — ce- 
ment — filling the spaces be- 
tween the sand and aggregate, 
coating their surfaces. Most 
binding agents, such as glue, 
harden as they dry. But the 
chemicals in cement react and 
harden as a result of getting 
wet.

What is GFCI-protection? 


Q: I’m a do-it-yourselfer, 
and I'd like to know more 
about GFCl-protection and the 
relationship it has with ground 
and neutral wires. 

If I use a small 1/4-watt 
electrical circuit tester, I can 
use the metal junction box or 
the ground slot as a neutral. 
However, when doing the same 
test using a 25-watt  in- 
candescent bulb, the GFCI will 
trip. Can you explain this? 

: The neutral wire is 
grounded, but it is not the 
grounding wire. The neutral 
wire is needed to close the cir- 
cuit. This allows the current in 
the branch circuit to flow from 
the electrical service panel 
through the appliance and back 
to the grounding bar in the ser- 
vice panel. 

The grounding wire is a 
safety feature. It connects to 
ground components that do not 
normally carry a current, such 
as a metal appliance case. If 
an electrical short develops 
and the case becomes elec- 
trified, the grounding wire 
directs the current safely to 
ground rather than shocking a 
person who is touching ther 
metal surface. 

The GFCI (ground fault cir- 
cuit interrupter) is a safety 
refinement. Under normal con- 
ditions, the current is equal in 
the hot and neutral lines. The 
GFCI breaker or GFCI outlet 
receptacle has a sensing ele- 
ment that monitors the current 
in the hot and neutral lines of a 
branch circuit. If the GFCI 
senses a current difference be-

tween the hot and neutral line 
as small as 5 milliamps (5/1000 
of an amp), it automaticall 
trips. The circuit is opened, 
and current stops flowing 
within a fraction of a second. 

By testing the circuit usin, 
the hot leg and the grimdel 
junction box or ground slot in 
the outlet, you alter the current 
flow between the hot and the 
neutral legs of the circuit. The 
GFCI doesn't trip with the 1/4- 
watt tester because it draws 2.1 
milliamps which is less than 
the GFCI’s 5-milliamp 
threshold. The GFCI is tripped 
when using the 25-watt bulb be- 
cause that test draws 208 mil- 
liamps. Based on your test, the 
GFCI is working properly. 

Q: We recently moved to a 
home that has Kohler gold- 
plated bathroom fixtures. Evi- 
dently, they had been cleaned 
with an abrasive solution be- 
cause all the finish is off them. 
Is there anything we can do to 
restore their gold luster? 

A: The finish on Kohler 
faucets is made to resist the ef- 
fects of soaps and hard water. 
However, it will not withstand 
an abrasive cleaner. Un- 
fortunately, there is nothing 
‘ou can do to restore the gold 
luster other than having the 
parts replated, and I doubt that 
this cost would be justified. Un- 
less the gold finish on the 
entire faucet has been abraded, 
you might consider replacing 
the affected parts rather than 
the entire faucet. Contact your 
peal plumbing supply store for 

elp.

e correct amount of water 
causes the microscopic crystals 
of cement to react, absorbing 
water in the process, growin 
closer together to hold the san 
and aggregate more tightly. 
Too much water causes the 
crystals to grow farther apart 
and weaken the concrete. The 
amount of water added to 
make a good concrete mix is a 
compromise between strength 
and workability. 

Excess water also causes 
concrete to lose its thick, 
syrupy consistency and become 
soupy. In a soupy mix, the ag- 
gregate sinks to the bottom and 
cement rises to the top. Result: 
weak concrete as a whole and 
the exposed surface in particu- 
lar. A mix that’s too wet will 
cause the surface to crack, 
chip off and powder. 

Setting 

After pouring, but before 
smoothing the surface, you 
have to let the concrete set — 
stiffen to the point where your 
foot will sink only about a 
quarter-inch into its surface if 
you stand on it. During this 
waiting period, excess water 
from the concrete rises to the 
surface. This bleed water is 


normal and is soon reabsorbed 


by the concrete. The more 
water there is in the mix, the 
longer you have to wait for the 


bleed water to be absorbed. 
Never add more water to the 
mix than the manufacturer 


recommends. 
Curing 


Once concrete stiffens and 
its surface is troweled smooth, 
curing begins. The longer the 
cure, the stronger the concrete. 
sets, 
water becomes the key in- 
gredient for curing. The longer 


After the concrete 


Concrete is wet, the stronger it 
gets. If it dries, the hardenin 
stops. So it must be watered 
frequently. Pros sometimes 
even dam up the edges of the 
freshly poured project and 
flood the surface with water. 

You'll get fewer cracks with 
longer cures. But there’s no es- 
caping cracks because when 
concrete dries, it shrinks. 
While troweling, concrete 
masons control cracking loca- 
tions by deeply grooving the 
surface at regularly spaced in- 
tervals to make weak spots 
called control joints. The con- 
crete cracks at those joints and 
not randomly
